Martin A. Masscngale, presidentof dic Uni 
versity of Nebraska system, announced Friday 
his decision to step down when his diee-year 
contract expires in January 1994, 

Massengale’s announcement came amidst 
speculation thatthe Board of Regents would be 
split on a decision to renew his contract. 

“Every institution needs to take a fresh look 
at itself periodically, and the decision I am 
announcing now will assist in that effort,” 
Massengale said ina statement, 

Regent Nancy O’Brien said she respects 
Massengate’s decision to not ask fora contract 
extension. 

“Trespect his rightto make that decisionand 
Ican certainly understand why he chose togoin 
that direction,” she said. “I don’t have any 
feelingson whether that wasa good decision or 
abad deciston, Only time will tell.” 

Massengalehasspentthe past 17 yearswithin 
the NU system. Hebegan as vice chancellor for 
Agriculture and Natural Resources before serv- 
ing as Chancellor for UNL. Massengale be- 
came interim president in July 1989, when the 
Board of Regents removed former president 
Renatd Roskens, 

Whenascarch committeenamed four final. 
ists for the presidency in November of 1990, 
Massengale was not among them. The board 
then conducted interviews with the candidates, 
including an unannounced interview with 
Massengale, The four candidates later withe 
drew from consideration, and the Board of

A big, burly student withdraws his crushed card from 
the bottom of his bag and hands it to Davis. After smooth- 
ing the wrinkles, she kindly tells him that he isn’t sched- 
uled to register until 10 a.m. 

“That's something students aren't always aware of,” 
Davis says, “that they can’ tregister before their appointed 


Davis, a retired teacher, is 4 member of the Faculty 
Women’s Club, agroup of retired faculty membersand the 
wives of cursent ar retired faculiy members. For 20 years, 
the club has donated its time to help out with the registra- 
tion and “drop/add” processes. 

“One of the problems that we have (in finding people 
to work registration) is a person has to be someone whois 
notemployed elsewhere because ofhaving to work during 
the day,” Davis says. “And as the enrollment grows, we 
need more help. Sometimes we're a little shorthanded.” 

When I note there are only women helping out, Davis 


“Well, I think they probably accept male spouses,” 
Davis says, “but I’m not sure they'd last.” 
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Regents offered Massengale the presidency on

SpeculatlonarosethatMassengale wasstep- 
pingdownbecausetheregents would bespliton 
adccisiontorenewhiscontractin 1994. O’Brien 
said that specufation is meaningless. 

“The speculation about whether half the 
BoardofRegentssuppostsMartinarhalfdocsn’t, 
isjustthat,” she said, “It’sjustspeculation. That 
information is two years old.” 

In his statement, Massengate agreed with 
O'Brien's opinion about the speculation, 

“There has been a good deal of speculation 
about the evaluation process and the extension 
of my contact,” he said, “There is too much 
important work to-be done to allow these dis- 
tractions to take up our time.” 

BoardofRegents ChairmanJohn Payne said 
the supposed “split” between the regents 
shouldn't affect the board. 

Massengale said his was a “personal and 
professional decision” and declined to com- 
menton what his future plans might be. 

“I'm considering different options, and I’m 
not prepared to speak of those at the pomeal 
he said, 

On finding o new president, O'Brien sald 
she favors looking outside of the NU system for 
areplacement, 

“The Last two presidents have come from 
inside Uic system and with lots of controversy 
attached to that.,” she said, “ET guess that maybe 
Pd be inclined to look outside.”

“Go over to the business advisor at that table and he

“For many of us, computers are new things and 
they're sort of scary,” Davis says. “But it’s so much 
_better than the old way.” 
Before the employment of the current computer 
system for registration purposes in 1986, the process 
was done by hand. Davis remembers those days. 
} “The faculty women did this before the computers 
"| and wedid whatthey call ‘pull cards’ ," Davisexplains. 
| “There was a card for each student and for each class 
they wanted, This used to be in the Fieldhouse where 
| it was really cold. We'd wear long johns, socks, hoods 
and coats and sit there with scarves wrapped around.” 
If freezing in the Fieldhouse and pulling cards 
| | wasn't work enough, the faculty women werenot paid — 
for their services. 
“I'm not sure what minimum (pay) is now, but we 
' do get a small wage,” Davis says. “However, in the 
beginning it was all volunteer.”

There will be no classes in the Asts and 
Sciences Hall this summer. 

No, this doesn’t mean UNO students are 
getting a break from their studies. The building 
is undergoing its second phase of remodeling, 
said Dave Irvin, manager of facilities planning 
and space management. 

Irvin said the second phase involves shut- 
ting down and replacing the existing mechani- 
eal system and doing some electrical work. 
Because the mechanical systems contro! the 
heat, alr conditioning and air circulation in the 
building, classes and offices will have to be 
moved, 

With noair circulation and lots of noise and 
dust, Irvin said, the building will not be a good 
place to work, 

“Imagine trying to go through a summer in 
an office with no ais conditioning and no air 
whatsoever and sealed windows, 

“There's no way you could work there.” 

Remodeling began during the winter break 
withsomeasbestosremoval, Isvinsaid. The rest 
will becompleted in che summer because there 
will be fewer students and faculty on campus. 

“It’sgoing tohaveahugeimpactatany time, 
as short as we are of space,” he said. “That 
impact is less in the summer than it would be 
during the regutar school year.” 

Irvin said the new mechanical system will 
make the temperature in the building easier to 
regulate, 

“The system that’s in there now was greatin 
the 1930's when it was built, butitdoesn’tmect 
current standards,” he said, 

“Pm sure any of the professors or students 


that have been there could tell you, it’s very 


tough for us to regulate it properly.” 

Also included in the second phase is the 
renovation of the old theater in die Arts and 
Sciences Hall. Irvin said the theater will be 
gutted and made into two floors.

That's why I’m against 
hiring preferences: It demeans the human spirit and helps to 
keepdown those peoptc(asanethnic group or “race") struggling 
topull themselves up, Thatis why I’m against the abridgement 
of the First Amendment right to free speech: No amount of 
political comeciness can ever stamp out the causes of racism. 
The best way to fight social evils is to provide honest informa- 
tion and to educute, not to legislate. 

Now then, onward to the spring semester! 
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If the University of Nebraska Board of Regents need a fight 
song, they might want to choose the tune “Behind Closed 
Doors.” 

‘The regents scem to make their biggest decisions when the 
doors are closed and they are away from public scrutiny. 

In 1989, the regents met in closed session and convened 
without an NU president. Ronald Roskens, a former UNO 
chancellor and NU president at the time, was ousted from the 
position he held for 12 years without public explanation. 

‘Three and a half years later, only God and the regents know 
exactly why Roskens was removed. 

But the secrecy didn’t stop 
there. 

A search committee to find 
Rosken’s replacement cost 
thousands of dollass and took 
six months to narrow down the finalists for the position to four. 
The finalists were qualified individuals from universities in 
Kansas, Colorado, Kentucky and Missouri. But the regents 
chose to interview another candidate from Nebraska not in- 
cluded in the list of finalists. That Nebraskan was interim 
president Martin Massengale, then the chancellor at UNL. The 
four finalists proceeded to withdsaw from the race and, lo and 
behold, Massengate was named president by a 5-3 vote. 

Massengate’s appointmentcausedsome animosity between 
the regents, though, and two new regents who were not around 
when die vote came down said they probably wouldn't have 
chosen him. This caused concern among the regents, and when 
Massengale received his annual evaluation in April, it was 
done in secrecy, and the regents declined to say what took 
place. Some regents said Massengale would be evaluated 
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again in December, but that evaluation was then put off until 
the Spring. 

An informal evaluation behind closed doors may have taken 
place in November, when half of the board and Massengate 
reportedly met at a regent’s home to discuss Massengale's 
performance evaluation. The other half of the members of the 
board weren't even invited to the meeting. 

And on Friday, amidst speculation that the regents would not 
renew his contract, Massengale announced thathe would notask 
for a contract extension. Maybe Massengale, hand-picked to . 
hold the reins of the NU system, was never given a chance, 
Maybe the animosity over the 
close vote by the regents to 
give him the job never abated 
among the regents, causing 
the need to oust the president 
tegardless of what kind of job he did, Or maybe Massengale 
wasn’t effectively doing his job. 

The world may never know, just as we will never find out 
what caused the regents to lift the redcarpet under Rosken’s feet. 

In the meantime, the taxpayers of Nebraska will have to 
continue to clean up the board’s financial messes, In 1989, 
$250,000 was forked out to Roskens to buy off his contract and 
benefit package. Less than a year later, a presidential search 
conunittee was payed big bucks to find a new NU president, 
whichended up yielding acandidate noteven on thecommittee’s 
list who ended up sticking around fora short term Now a new 
search committee willhave to pay more moncy to findanew NU 
president.

class college students. 

Somehigh profile tattoos include Cher’s black-lace patterned 
bottom which made the tabloids, Rosanne and Tom Amold’s 
matching hearts, Rabert Deniro’s clicstful of fire-and-brimstone 
symbols in “Cape Fear,” and more rock stars than youcan shake 
aneedie at. 

Evenin the Midwest, the hippest, hottest thing to dois show 
off a tattoo. At fowa State University, members of the Lambda 
Chi Alpha fratemity recently flaunted matching ankle tattoos — 
Greek fctters — in a phetograph in the Jowa State Daily, 

Tattoo artist Chris Ryder works at Lace and Leather, a tattoo 
and bedy piercing business in Tuscon, Asiz., where droves of 
University of Arizona students come to get poked, pierced and 
seratehed in the name of beauty. 

Ryder said that older style tattces used bold lines and poor 
cotor, and would fade through the years. Now students bring 
pictures in that are meticulously waced, and through a transfer 
process, copied onto their skin. 

For acool $90-per-hour fee, Ryder will fill a student’s entire 
back with an elaborate tattoo that may take up to 18 hours to 
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Greck ietters discreetly placed on an ankle, ora tiny heart ona 
breast, 

Most students pay $35 to $45 fora one-color tattoo about the 
sizcofafifty-cent piece, bulthepricectimbs witheachadditional 
color, The more unusual the color, tie more Wie tattoo will cost. 

“Custom pieces are a challenge. 1 ty to pick it out of their 
brainand putiton theirskin,” Ryder said, noting thatin Asizona, 
you have to be 18 years old to be tattooed or have your body 
pierced. ; 

Ryder draws the line with certain types of tattoos. 

“When it’sakid, and they wantsomething satanic, Itry totalk 
them out of it," said Ryder, who won't etch racial symbols on 
anyone, either, 

“Nooncshouldbejudged by their skin, beforeorafier they're 
born,” he said, referring to people who look down their noses at 
people with tattoos. 

Patrick Tien, a sophomore at George Mason University in 
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The first floor of Allwine [fall features a ngtive cease filled with snastnens used by the btotogy denariaent All kinds of animals are featured, including cine of a aie: 


a frog and a tick, below, respectively. 


Students passing through Allwine Hall's first Moor quickly realize they are notalone. A 
menagerie of birds, spiders, rabbits, frogs and other animals line the hallways. These 
animals are a past of the series of displays sct up by the biology department. 

In addition to the insects and mammals, there are also shell and fossil exhibitions on 
display. Steele R. Lunt, professor of biology, said the displays serve educational purposes. 

“There ase two reasons for the cases,” Lunt said. “One, for use by students in Biology 
1750 and 488 so they can look at the material they are studying. Two, to provide educational 
opportunity for students in general.” 

Although some of the specimens are dissected and labeled to show internal organs, Lunt 
said he hasn't received any complaints from passers-by. 

“The dissected specimens would turn off some people, like strong animal rights 
activists,” Lunt said, “but these are teaching aids. The students in the classes realize their 
importance and many other people look in the cases to pass the time.” 

Many of the mammal, amphibian and insect specimens were purchased via biological 
supply companies. However, Lunt said this gets expensive and thus the display has grown 
slowly. 

“I still continue to add material in there from time to time,” Lunt said. “The set-up itself 
was probably put up approximately ten years ago, the bulk of it.” 

The mammal! display caseincludes a mole, rabbits and several species of birds. Lunt said 
that those displays were arranged by other department officials. 

“I got the bird specimens from our ornithologist who put those together for me and our 
mamma! specialist put the mammals together for me," Lunt said. 

Although UNO offers no class designed exclusively for taxidermy, many students learn 
how to prepare animal and bird skins in biology classes. Because other departmental 
Officials gathered the specimens, Lunt allows that some of the animals might be student- 
prepared, 

Aside from purchasing the specimens, some displays contain donated material. A 
majority of the shell and coral collection was donated five years ago by a well-waveled 
student. The mole was collected by Lunt’s son and given to the department. 

Lunt said the longevity of the collection depends on the proper care given to preserve the 
dried specimens. The birds and mammals must be fumigated once a year and the fluid in the 
contained specimens must be kept at a certain level. The shells and fossils last indefinitely, 

During the years of “Celebrate UNO,” many people toured the display cases and grade 
schools scheduled field tips. Since that event has been discontinued, Lunt said few people 
realize the displays are here. 

“Except for one general classroom down here, only biology students pass by these 
cases,” Lunt said. “I'd like to attract more people to look at them because I think they are 
worth looking at.”

On Jan. 7, Envisonmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) Administrator William K. 
Reilly announced the final conclusions of 
EPA's assessment on the respiratory health 
effects of passive smoking, 

In its fact sheet summarizing the findings, 
the EPA concluded that “exposure to envi- 
sonmental tobacco smoke (ETS) — com- 
monly known as second-hand smoke — is 
responsible for approximately 3,000 lung 
cancer deaths cach yearinnonsmoking adults 
and impairs the respiratory heatth of hun- 
dreds of thousands of children.” 

In adults, the report found that “ETS is a 
human tung carcinogen, classifiedasa Group 
A carcinogen, o classification reserved for 
those compounds or mixtures which have 
been show to cause cancer in humans,” 

In children, “ETS exposure increases the 
risk of lower respiratory tract infections, in- 
creases the prevalence of fluid in the middie 
eas, asign of chronic ear disease, irritates the 
upper respiratory tract andis associated with 
a significant seduction in lung function, in- 
creases the frequency of episodes ang sever- 
ity of symptoms in asthmatic children and is 
a visk factor for new cases of asthma in 
children who have not previously displayed 
symptoms.” 

The summary of the findings concludes by 
saying, “Although EPA docs not have any 
regulatory authority for controlling ETS, the 
agency expect this report to be of value to 
other health professionals and policy-makers 
in taking appropriate steps to minimize 
people’s exposure to tobacco smoke in in- 
door environments.” 

The report was based on aseview of more 
than 100 studies, 

Dr, Pau! Paulman, assistant professor of 
Family Practiceat the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center, catls the report “long over- 
due.” 

Among the dangers of ETS, Paulmancites 


“cecurrent infections in chitdren —- recurzent 
ear and resplratory infections — and the 
development ef lung malignancies in people 
who should not get them, There is also the 
acceleration of heart disease in people who 
should not have it and the worsening of 
asthma,” 

Pauiman said he is astonished that the 
report came out, “It took a fair amount of 
courage for them to do this. This is another 
brick thrown at the tobacco industry and 
hopefully a few more people will quit." 

Paulman is hopeful ehe report will have 
wideimplications for policy-making through+ 
out-the nation. 

As another consequence of the report, 
Paulman said, “I hope our Legislature will 
look atthe tax aspectatso, as faras increasing 
the tobacco tax.” 

Attomey John F. Banzhaf Ill, professor of 
law at George Washington University, is the 
founder and executive director of Action on 
Smoking and Health (ASH), a national non- 
profit Washington-based organization that 
studics the effects of tobacco smoke. 

Banzhof said he assesses the major con- 
clusions of the report to be “the finding that 
ETS is a ‘Group A carcinogen,’ in the same 
category as asbestos, arsenic and benzene, 
and the cataloguing of the very significant 
health hazard that ETS presents to young 
children.” 

From alega! standpoint, Banzhaf said, the 
report is significant in that “it semoves the 
last obstacle to regulation of tobacco smoke 
by the Occupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration (OSHA)." 

Second, Banzhaf said, the report can be 
used “to persuade legistators thatit’s time to 
go from separate smoking and non-smoking 
sections toa system of smoke-free. The EPA 
ceport will also help us in a series of Iegal 
actions where we've already been generally 
successful —- getting compensation for cin- 
ployees who are injured on the jobas a result 
of exposure to tobacco smoke.”

With regard to the findings for children, 
Banzhaf said, “It will help a trend alseady 
well underway to consider parentn) smoking 
as an issue in custody cases — to persuade 
judges to issue ordess to prohibit smoking 
around children even in the home.” 

Like Paulman, Banzhaf commends the 
EPA for releasing the report. “I think Reilly 
wanted to go out with a bang rather than a 
whimper. He's going out as a major hero and 
I think be deserves it.” 

Aboutsmoking onhisowncampus, George 
Washington University, Banzhaf said, “We 
have asmoking section in our law school and 
it’s outdoors.” 

Dave Castilow, UNO director of business 


services and chairman of the UNO ad hoc 
committee on smoking, said, “It's a serious 
enough issue, it needs to be looked at from 
time totime, This document would certainly 
be acatalystto say, ‘Maybe we should took 
at this again,” 

Mark Welsch, president of The Group to 
Alleviate Smoking Pollution, (GASP) of Ne- 
braska, said “The level of ventilation re- 
quired to adequately clear the air of carcino- 
gens from ETS to a tevel acceptable to die 
EPA would require a gale-force wind going 
through a building.” 

Instead, he suggests, “The best way, the 
cheapest way to get sid of ETS is to simply 
remove the source.”

Among the 30 million Americans who 
have stopped smoking is Lisa Stillahn, 
secretary specialist in the University of 
NebraskaMedicalCenter’s Oncology Sec- 
tion. 

“I started smoking when I was about 
17, and I did it because all of my friends 
were smoking It was the ‘coo)’ thing to 
do,” 

Seventeen years later, Lisa said, she 
anda friend decided to quit. “I decided to 
decrease my risk of getting cancer by 
quitting smoking, and since I work in 
oncology, I type up all kinds of reports 
andseeall kinds of statistics, and I wanted 
to quit.” 

One thing that helped, Lisa said, was 
deciding to quit with a friend. “I think the 
buddy system really worked. I called her 
a couple of times to see how she was 
doing when I had a crisis, I see her every 
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day at work, and that does help tremen- 
dously. We made a pian tocall each other 
andencousage eachother to not light up.” 

Seven and a half months later (includ- 
ing twomonths using the nicotine patch), 
Lisa said, “I fee! better — it’s easier to 
walk up steps. Another benefit is that 1 
have all this money now, I’m able to go 
out and buy myself special gilts.” 

In addition, Lisa said, “My husband 
doesn’t smoke and most of our friends 
don'tsmokeand my family doesn’ tsmoke 
anymore, so when we get together for 
holidays and bisthdays and things, it 
makes things a lot casier because | 
coutda’t smoke asound them, I'd have to 
go somewhere else to smoke. 

“My uncle is ecstatic, and my doctor is 
pleased, too.” 

Despite occasional difficult moments, 
Lisa said, “I'm going to kick this and not 
do it anymore. Thave a positive altitude 
about it’

Tatioo experts warn students touse established tattoo parlors, 
and make sure the artist wears gloves and changes needles from 
customer to customer, sterilizing needles as they go. 

Andifyouchange yourmind? There are some chemicals that 
will break up the color on the skin, and laser surgery, not yet 
approved by the FDA, an expensive process that will shatter the 
color pigment through 100 million watts of electricity and will 
still leave a mark, 

White being tattooed may require only a dose of patience, 
body piercing is not for the fainthearted, said Sondra Jones, the 
body piercer at Lace and Leather, who sticks needles into brave 
students who desire a ring, a stud, or a post in an unlikely spot. 

“It’s tendy right now, very wendy,” Jones said, “People are 
getting back to their cultures. That has a lot to do with it. 

“T'veseentremendous growth. People have this done because 
it is different and unique. They do it for attention, for a person- 
ality change. In the gay community, it’s a bonding thing.” 

Jones is no longer susprised about where people want to be 
pierced, She hasdone piercings nearly everywhere onthe human 
body, including the inside of the mouth, the tongue, breasts and 
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“Suill, a tongue piercing is absolutely the weirdest thing I've 
done personally,” she said, noting thatallof her jewelry is cither 
14k, surgical steel, or niobium, a treated metal that comes in 
colars, 

“Nipple rings are common form both men and women,” 
Jones said. 

Piercing guns should be only used on earlobes, Jones said, 
pointing out that only trained people should do piercings. 

Body piercing, not including the jewelry, runs about $10 for 
ears and $20-25 for facial piercing. 

A word of warming: piercing may not be a temporary as you 
think. Scars often form where the skin was pierced, and can be 
quite visible. 

Jones noted that students used to fly to California to have ‘ 
piercings done, but are coming to their shop now. 

The AIDS and hepatitis seares shouldkcep people from using 
“street piercers” sid Jones, whonotes that her staff follows strict 
procedures to keep necdles sterilized and surroundings clean. 

“I wish they would regulate our business,” said Jones, who 
said she could tell “horror stories” about poorly done piercings 
that have lef people mutilated or numb. While tattoo and 
piercing businesses may be inspected by the Department of 
Health, most are not subject to state regufations. 

Some states, however, are cracking down on tattoo and 
piercing parlors. In Florida, for instance, the Legislature just 
passedaruling that tattoo “artists” must be under the supervision 
of a physician, osteopathic physician or dentist. While the’ 
physical presence of the doctor is not necessary in the parlor, he 
or she has to provide quarterly training in the areas of infection 
control, sterilization and emergency procedures. 

The law also says the tattooist must keep written records on 
clients that are subject to inspection by the Board of Medicine.

The falling snow outside could not in- 
spire the ball to fall through: the hoop for the 
UNO men’s basketball team inside the 
Fieldhouse Saturday night, 

The Mavericks shot a cold 18.5 pereent 
from the field, while scoring just 13 points 
in the first half in their North Central Con- 
ference home opener, sealing their 83- 52 
loss tothe University of Northern Colorado 
Bears. 

“We got beat bad,” UNO Coach Bob 
Hanson said after the game. “We shot well, 
wejustdidn’tmake them. Everybody missed 
and Norther Colorado played extremely 
well.” 

The Mavericks’ cold shooting became 
evident midway through the first half when 
UNO went nearly 10 minutes without scor- 
ing a basket. 

With 13:21 remaining in the half, Mav- 
erick freshman center John Skokan scored 
a layup to make the score Northern Colo- 
rado 9, UNO 8. With the exception of a free 
throw made by junior forward Mike Conley, 
UNO couldn’t score again until 3:37 sec- 
onds remained when senior guard Ron 
Watker hita jumper from the sight baseline. 
By then, the Bears ted 23-12. 

Junior forward/guard Ryan Elsod closed 
the fisst half scoring for the Mavericks by 
making two free throws with one minute 
remaining, The Bears ted at the half 29-13. 

The Bears scored the first four points in 
the second half and steadily inercased their 


lead thereafter, scoring four unanswered 
baskets twice during the first 12 minutes. 
With 6:42 remaining, the Bears led by 33 
points, 64-31, their bigeestlead of dic game. 

Sparking the Bears’ offense were two 
slam dunks by senior forward Terrance Wil- 
liams which brought the Bears’ coaches and 
players jumping off their bench in excite- 
ment. 

Junior guard Derek Chaney of the Bears 
Ied all scorers with 17 points, while sopho- 
more center Hans Geerts led the Maverick 
scorers with 16 points. Walker had 11 points 
for the Mavericks. 

“A lot of us weren't on tonight, although 
Walker and Geerts played well,” Elrod said 
after the game. “We just have to come to- 
gether, We know we have a good team.” 

Hanson added, “We have youth and no 
leadership, We need someone tomake some- 
thing positive happen.” 

The victory for the Bears was their third 
straight road win in the conference. 

“Anytime you havea road win it’s always 
aplus,” Bears’ Coach Ken Smith said. “The 
kids are playing hard.” 

Smith also said he was impressed with 
UNO. 

“UNO plays hard and has good young 
players,” he said, 

The loss brings UNO's record to 3-8, 
including an 0-3 mark in the conference, The 
Mavericks’ next game is against North Da- 
kota State University in the Fiel@house Fri- 
day night, when they will host the University 
of North Dakota Saturday.

The loss was a bitter one for the Lady Mavs, who came 
from seven points behind fate in the game to tie on two free 
throws made by senior center Sandy Skradski with 24 
seconds remaining, 

“I'm ceal disappointed,” Lady Mavs Coach Cherri 
Mankenberg saidafter the game, “This should have becnour 
win, Northern Colorado is notas strong as the other teams in 
the conference,” 

On paper, the Lady Mavs appeared to be the better team. 
While they came into Saturday's game with 3-7, the Bears 
eame in with only two wins. 

Nevertheless, the Bears Ied by as many as five points on 
two different occasions in the first half. 

The Lady Mavs came back, though, and tied the visitors 
at the half, 29 to 29, 

The second half featured plenty of outside shooting. 
UNO's senior forward Marsha Moore opened the spree by 
scoring on a 17-feot jump shot. One minute later, the UNC 
junior forwasd Stacey Reystead scored with a 15-foot shot. 

After the Bears went ahead 46 to 39, UNO freshman 
guard Stacy McAszhur hit a three pointer to cut the deficit to

46-42. McArthur bit another three pointer to cut UNO's 
deficit to 54-52 with about 1:50 remaining. 

After Skradski’s two frec throws tied the game with 24 
seconds remaining, the Lady Mavs were unable to get the 
ball back even though it became loose near the left baseline 
with five seconds remaining. 

Anderson, though, was able to grab the ball and score the 
winning layup. 

A scary moment came with about three minutes to play 
when UNO's senior guard Lisa Rath fell and struck her head 
on the floor after running into a Northern Colorado player. 

After lying on the floor for about a minute, Rath rase to 
her feet and watked back to the bench assisted by UNO 
trainers. Afterwards, Mankenberg said Rath was uninjured. 

Mankenberg said the team needs tohustle more if they are 
to improve, 

“There were a couple of segments in the game where we 
were outhustied. That's what is so disappointing,” she said. 
“Everybody gat rest time. It's not as if they were playing the 
whole time, We started strong, then we let up. We were just 
hanging around with the bail.” 

Rath and sophomore guard Linda Schabloske ted the 
Lady Mavs in scoring with five points each. Senior guard 
Lisa Gurzick led the Bears’ scoring also with five points. 

The toss gives the Lady Mavsa record of 3-8 heading into 
Friday night's game against North Dakota State University 
and the University of North Dakotaon Saturday, both games 
will be played at the Fieldhouse.
